It is 
amazing and gratifying to find 
how many really good people 
there are who are anxious to get 
involved. 


This week a local judge 


recommended that a young 
addict be sent to our "help 
house" for rehabilitation. A real 
breakthrough, for it's the first 
time in our town that anyone who 
has been apprehended for a 
drug-connected criminal act, or 
even for "possession" has not 
been sentenced to a jail term or 
juvenile detention.

Q. I have my own business. 


When 
I 
applied 
for 
my 


retirement insurance not long 
ago, your representative said 
there was an error in the amount 
of net earnings reported by me, 
and he says I am entitled to a tax 
refund. Can you explain that? 


A. You failed to state all of 


your business expenses on the 
self-employment part of, your 
income tax return. We are 
required to reduce the reported 
net income by the amount of 
unclaimed expenses in figuring 
your average 
earnings 
to 


determine the amount of your 
social security benefit. Since you 
overstated your net earnings, 
you overpaid your tax, and a 
refund or adjustment is in order. 


Q. I understand that social 


security cannot be paid for the 
first six months of a worker's 
disability. Why is that? 


A. Disability benefits are 


payable only when a worker's 
inability to work will be of long 
continued duration. Disability 
benefits are not paid for a 
temporary or partial disability. 
The six month waiting period 
allows for an evaluation of the 
worker's condition in order to 
determine the extent of his 
impairment and whether his 
disability can be expected to last 
not less than 12 months as 
provided by law. 


Q. I will be age 65 in July, 1971 


and plan to retire. When should I 
file my claim? 


A. You should file your claim 


now. By filing now you will have 
your check at the earliest 
possible date. We will also enroll 
you in the hospital and medical 
insurance part of Medicare, to be 
effective July 1, 1971.

Such ability could 
open the way toward removing 
a major obstacle to a treaty 
banning underground tests. 


The United States has signed 


a treaty banning nuclear tests 
in the atmosphere, in space and 
on the ocean floor.

quake that killed 64 persons in 
Los Angeles, but too deep in 
the bowels of the earth to cause 
damage. 


Some day, said Dean, VELA 


might be able to help forecast 
earthquakes. Some scientists 
think big quakes are preceded 
by a series of small quakes 
that build up as seismic strains 
along faults in the earth begin 
releasing energy. 


Tapes of the Los Angeles 


quake show no such foreshocks, 
but 
Dean 
isn't 
giving 
up. 


"Looking for foreshocks might 
not work every time, but it 
might work enough of the time 
to be of use." 


VELA works this way: 
In 200 and 500-foot-deep holes 


bored into the rolling, wind- 
swept plains around Miles City, 
Mont., 345 seismometers—ca- 
nister-shaped instruments for 
detecting tremors—send signals 
up cables to electronic com- 
ponents in barrel-shaped vaults. 


From the vaults, the signals 


go to central terminals serving 
groups of seismometers rang- 
ing in size from 16 to 25, called 
subarrays. Twenty-one sub-ar- 
rays are arranged in con entric 
circles. 
The entire 
arrange- 


ment, covering 12,000 square 
miles, is called an array, spe- 
cifically, the Large Aperture 
Seismic Array. 


At the central terminals, the 


signals are strengthened and 
turned from way patterns into 
numbers. Then they are sent by 
telephone lines and microwave 
to Billings, Mont. From Bil- 
lings, they go on a wide-band 
telephone line to the red brick 
building near the Pentagon. 


Here, in the Seismic Array 


Analysis Center, the signals 
flow into a green telephone ter- 
minal box. 
Signals 
from 
a 


smaller array north of Fair- 
banks, Alaska, flow into a gray 
box with a blinking light. And 
signals 
relayed 
by satellite 


from a new array in Norway 
enter a blue box. 


Signals from Montana go into 


a speed-up computer, then into 
a second computer which de- 
tects, measures and gives the 
direction of tremors as their 
seismic patterns arrive. 


Dean and his team are as- 


signed to testing and improving 
the VELA system, not to moni- 
toring earth shocks, so the sec- 
ond computer makes a list of 
the 
tremors it detects 
and 


stores them on magnetic tapes 
for analysis hours, even days, 
after the quakes happen. 


The seismologists are trying 


to determine how good the sys- 
tem is at detecting weak shock 
waves from far away, and pro- 
viding enough accurate infor- 
mation to enable seismologists 
to say whether they are from 
earthquakes or from nuclear 
explosions.

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. fighter- 


bombers attacked surface-to-air 
missile sites deep inside North 
Vietnam and along the Laotian 
border today. The raids were 
the sixth so-called protective 
reaction strikes this week and 
the 27th this year. 


Amid another day of heavy 


U.S. air activity, ground action 
continued to be light and scat- 
tered. There still was no signifi- 
cant fighting reported in ,the 
nine-day-old Vietnamese-Ameri- 
can operation in the A Shau 
valley alongside the lower Lao- 
tian panhandle. 


About 
30 
B52 
bombers 


dropped nearly 1,000 tons of 
bombs on enemy supply routes, 
storage depots and infiltration 
corridors in the upper Laotian 
panhandle 
bordering 
North 


Vietnam, along the demilita- 
rized zone and in eastern Cam- 
bodia. 


Two F105 fighter-bombers es- 


corting the B52s over Laos 
fired radar-homing Shrike mis- 
siles at the radar-controlled 
enemy SAM sites. 


One target was inside North 


Vietnam, 
5 miles northeast of 


the Mu Gia pass, about 85 
miles northwest of the DMZ 
and 21 miles east of the Laotian 
border. The second attack was 
on a SAM SITE ONE MILE IN- 
SIDE Laos, 30 miles northwest 
of the Mu Gia pass and 105 
miles northwest of the DMZ. 


The U.S. Command said re- 


sults were unknown. The Amer- 
ican pilots did not see any 
SAMs fired at them but at- 
tacked after their electronic 
gear told them the enemy mis- 
sile radar was tracking the 
U.S. planes preparatory to fir- 
ing. 


In a delayed report, the U.S. 


Command also disclosed pro- 
tective reaction strikes inside 
North Vietnam last Sunday and 
on Tuesday near the Mu Gia 
and Ban Karai passes. Two oth- 
er such strikes had been report- 
ed in a communique on Mon- 
day. 


As usual, results were un- 


known and there were no re- 
ports of any U.S. aircraft being 
hit. 


The U.S. Command's weekly 


casualty summary 
said 56 


Americans were killed in action 
last week, 14 more than the 
previous week; and 195 were 
wounded, 123 fewer than the 
week before. Another 22 Ameri- 
cans died of such nonhostile 
causes as accidents and illness. 


This raised total reported 


American casualties in the war 
to 44,974 killed in action, 9,459 
dead from nonhostile causes, 
and 297,771 wounded in action. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported 494 of its troops 
were killed in action last week, 
while the U.S. and South Viet- 
namese commands claimed 2,- 
791 North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong troops killed last week. 


The Cambodian government 


reported its forces and support- 
ing planes killed 50 North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong in an 
all-day battle Wednesday 60 
miles southeast 
of Phnom 


Penh. But the Cambodians re- 
ported 17 of their own men 
killed and 16 wounded.

Committee on the Interior, Mc- 
Clellan said, "The Buffalo River 
is unique in its rugged natural 
beauty and must be protected 
so that its natural state can be 
preserved." 


He pointed out that the area 


could become a major tourist 
attraction but that

Bob Thomas at 


the Movies

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - "The 


envelope, please ..." 


On April 15 at the Los Angel- 


1 es Music Center the film com- 


! munity performed its 43rd rit- 


1 ual of award giving— the Os- 
cars. Glamor girls appeared in 
their most glittering gowns, 
Bob Hope shot his barbs, and 
brave words were spoken about 
the art of the motion picture. 


Gaity prevailed, but only for 


an evening. On the morning aft- 
er the Academy Awards, film 
leaders returned to their grind- 
ing problem: how to revive a 
moribund industry. 


The grim facts are cited by 


John Lehners, business man- 
ager of the film editors union 
and head of the AFL Film 
Council: 


"We estimate that 65 per cent 


of our membership is unem- 
ployed. When you figure there 
are 30,000 involved, that's a lot 
of people out of work. Some of 
our locals have as much as 85 
per cent unemployment. The 
Screen Extras Guild reports 94 
per cent." 


Movie actors are reputed to 


lead lavish 
lives. Yet the 


Screen Actors Guild says that 
75 per cent of its 24,000 mem- 
bers earn less than $3,000 from 
film work under the Guild con- 
tract. 


Feature films are a shrinking 


factor in the income of actors. 
The Screen Actrs Guild mem- 
bers in 1969 earned $27.6 mil- 
lion from features under the 
Guild contract, $35.9 million 
from television films and $57.1 
million from television com- 
mercials. Thus almost half the 
actors' income came not from 
dramatic roles but from selling 
soap, headache pills and other 
products. 


The details of the Hollywood 


depression were presented to 
President Nixon by industry 
leaders recently. They have 
been seeking legislation to per- 
mit film companies to deduct 
20 per cent of gross income 
from U.S.-made films before 
paying taxes on their income. 


Such aid for a single industry 


could not be passed by Con- 
gress this year, the President 
told the Hollywood delegation. 


aid, ttte 


industry must now look to in- 
ternal solutions. One plan was 
introduced last year to combat 
complaints that film making 
had become too expensive in 
Hollywood. 
Unions and guilds agreed to 


allow smaller crews and lesser 
salaries on films with budgets 
of less than $1 million. Propo- 
nents of the plan consider it a 
success; 67 such films were 
produced. Some might have 
been made with or without con- 
cessions, but many would have 
been made abroad, or here 
with nonunion crews— or else 
might never have been filmed. 


"I think the concessions are a 


step in the right direction," 
says Charlton Heston, president 
of the Screen Actors Guild. 
"But 
the 
most 
important 


change that could be made 
would be to remove the $l-mil- 
lion limit. It is the $2-million or 
$5-million films that need help 
from concessions." 


Producer M. J. Frankovich 


believes that the American in- 
dustry should copy England's 
Eady plan, by which theater 
owners return a percentage of 
the receipts to producers of 
films to help finance their next 
productions. 


"There is no chance to get 


the American 
taxpayers 
to 


share the film industry's prob- 
lems," said Frankovich. "The 
real solution would be for the 
producers and the distributing 
organizations to meet with the 
exhibitors and develop a plan 
similar to the Eady." 


Another solution, said the 


producer, would be to allow 
producing companies to own 
theaters. Production and the- 
ater ownership was divorced by 
government decree in 1948. 


Whatever the solutions, most 


observers excpect the film in- 
dustry to survive, in one form 
or another. 


"It damn well better sur- 


vive," emphasizes actor Hes- 
ton. 


"One of the things we pointed 


out to the President was that 
even in its depressed, desper- 
ately beleaguered state, the 
movie industry is still one of 
the few that contribute to 
America's balance of trade. He 
realized that and even men- 
tioned it before we did. 


"The other factor is that 


films are an unparalleled am- 
bassador to show what we are, 
as a people, what we have been 
and what we hope to be. Not all 
films do that. There are some
